Hairy Moles 
Hairy moles, either flat or raised, 
should first have the hair removed 
by electrolysis. After that, carbon 
dioxide snow or electric dessication 
is the treatm ent. 
The most favorable time to treat 
birthmarks is soon after birth. The 
young cells are more easily affected 
than old cells. Recent marks are 
more responsive ta carbon dioxide 
snow and to radium. 
Nearly 
all 
marks of this kind require weeks 
or months for proper eradication. 
Parents should be informed that 
abnormal skin is not replaced with 
normal skin by any treatm ent of 
birthmarks, and all 
that 
can be 
hoped for is a pale, smooth scar for 
strawberry marks, and a pale area 
to replace the port wine stains. 
Port wine marks are not likely 
ta grow after birth 
and 
there is 
Irs* urgency to begin their treat­ 
ment early. Strawberry marks often 
grow at a considerable rate after 
birth.
